"FF R> Boyce of Lambeth, formerly of Zorſlydown, a Hearcr of Quakers 3 now, and long fince of 
{| Church of England, a Sufferer for Innocency and Truth z and fince his hard Caſe has not been un- 
known to both King and Kingdom, Authority having been pleaſed to take notice of it, and Publickly 
cleared his Innocency under the Hands of 12 Credible Witneſſes, beſides Sir Richard Ingoldesby, who have 
Certified my Honefty and Faithiulneſs to the Great Truft repoſed in me by his Father Sir Richard, and his 
Lady Mother, while I, in former days, was many years Steward to them. But moſt unfortunately falling 
iince vader the Frgliſp Inquiſition of the Violent Bloody Quakers, who, by ſome of their Chief Leaders, 
unprovok'd, and Barbarous Afaults, like ſo many Wolfes, tore, and devoured him, and his Subſtance, in 
"Chree and thirty Weeks time, which he had been Labouring for all his Days, and ſorely wounded him in 
his Body, Mind and Reputation, to the indangering 'his Life, themſelves have ſince Confeſt he was amilt ; 
25 alſo his Neighbours aforeſaid have Certified he was in a weak Diſtratted Condition at that time, his Speech 
taken from him, and the Uſe of his Hands ; Five Weeks together, had no Suitenance, only drank fair Water, 
and Six Weeks and three days kept from his wonted Courſe of Nature, otherwiſe than by Urine. And all 
the while uncapable of Work, notwithſtanding the Quakers gave out, he was able, and might Work, and have 
Tpoke too, ali the while, if he had liſt. And for his refuſing to Conſent to their Lies, after he had his Speech 
reſtor'd to him by his Maker, and was capable to Work, the Zudkers, inſtead of reſtoring, what they had moſt 
falſely taken, and cauſed to be taken from him, that is to ſay, his Trade, Credit, and Livelihood, fell a Curfing 
kim and his Wife and Children, and threatned him with Plagues and Vengeance that ſhould come upogs him , 
and be worſe than ever he was. Infomuch, that for above theſe Twenty years laſt paſt, he has been reduc'd 
to the Laborious Calling only of a Taylor, and has not had Work ſufficient, nor the value thereof, taking the 
whole time, for one pair of hands, to feed and maintain four Mouthes the greateſt part of it. What hard- 
hips he has undergone in ſeeking for Work; but much more by their oiten Upbraiding him with their Bounty 
and Charity, ſo cold, are too long and ſad to trouble the Reader : However he is able to make it plainly ap- 
pear, if he might be permitted, that he is a Sufferer at this time above 500 7, in his very. Trade and Lively- 
hood of his Family, beſides his Credit, and a Childes part of an Eſtate of about 600 1. which was left him 
by his Parents and near Relations at Buckingham, which ſome of the former Leven of the Quakers poſſeſt 
themſelves of, part of it without Adminiſtring, and other ſome, of the ſame Fry, without giving any Ac- 
count, have, in the like manner, lately, by their Purſes, and Praftices of Lying, got the Remainder, So thaz 
the Cuakers among them have Swallowed up both my ſubſtance of Bread, and not allowed me wherewith 
to Work for Money. And *tis very hard to bein Age, andin Want, having hands given Man to Labour, and 
a Tongue to Ask wherewith, and not permitted, without he Will Bely the Giver of them, or conieſs himſelf 
to be Lunatick, or Mad, and Lazy. The Reverend Dean G, Z. hath lately + Certify'd, under his Hand R 
That the faid Tho. Boyce is an honeſt Laborious poor Man, and worthy, as he thinks, of Prote&ion and Relief, - 
And ſeeing the Power of the Moſt High hath ſhown a Wonder by this your Complainant, ſo as to raiſe hin 
even from the Grave ; He humbly defires your Honours, to whoga theſe are chiefly Intended, would be pleas'd 
- to canſider to what end, and in the mean time the Graſs grows, that my poor Sickly Children, may no longer 
ſuffer Want, for their Father's Tranſgreffion, that is to ſay, for refuling to deny Truth, and his unwilliagneſs of 


Mind to Starve for want of Work.
